now their preparations for war in 
behalf of Gen. Zapata, the insur- 
recto leader, who is at the head of a 
rebel army in the state of Morelos.

for provisional president of the Mex- 
ican republic and President Francisco

terms in a proclamation circulated 
yesterday among the revolting Juarez 
garriaon and members of tne new 
revolutionary junta in E! Paso. 

The proclamation is dated "Revo 
lutionary Camp in Chihaahua. Feb- 
ruary 1, 1912," and bears the signa- 
tures of Louia Fernandez and Col. L. 
Salszar, as "chiefs of the forces of 
the north." 

The proclamation is taken here as 
another indication of the possible 
connection between the revolt of the 
Suarez garrison and the Zipata 
movement in soathem Mexico. It 
is addressed to the ''Valiant sons of 
Chihuahua," and recites how they 
were among the first to second the 
Madero revolution of November, 
1910, to "overthrow the tyranny 
which for more than thirty years 
joked at our rights." 

President Madero is criticised es- 
pecially for "Installing in office Vice- 
President Pino Suarez against the 
will of the whole republic." 

The proclamation pledges adher- 
ence to the "plan of Tacubaya" and 
declares the elections of the first and 
fifteenth of October null and void, 
the eongfaai dissolved, and its act 
void and the motives of its adherents 
to be "the election to the presidency 
of Enilo Vasqoes Gomez, who guar- 
antees us, the country and all men 
that he will comply with the ideals 
of the last gloriadi Mtohitkm." 

Madero Takes Notiee. 

Mexico City, Feb. 2.— President 
Maderc and his cabinet members 
now admit that the rebellion headed 
by Emillano Zapata haa growa to 
such proportions as to make it the 
moat fnnnible menaea ift jtafsd by 
the pra^t govemnianL Hit con* 
doet af tba campaign agriMft the 
7spBrijLi «UI be poshed.

Chieng Mai, Laos, May 2, 1911 
This fearfully hot weathar, I want 
to sleep all the time. I aoppose if 

you hsd seen me playing throe sefs 
of tennis this afternoon, you would 
have held up your handa In horror; 
but it's the only time today I have 
been comfortable. Exercise is the 
only thing that makes the beat at ail 
bearable, for me. 

Yeaterday. Cbriatina Harris wss 
seven years old, and as all the other 
children were on the hill, she had to 
have a party of "grownnpa." So aU 
the missionariee went over to drink 
tea. Il'^r grandmother gave her 
fifteen rupees (about five dollars), 
and she tried to boy the MacClures' 
baby with it. 

A map is up here, from Bangkok, 
to see about putting up an electric 
plant here. I think it would be a 
fine thing, though they would have 
to build the house very high, for the 
rainy season. 

Mrs. Campbell ia laid op with a 
sprained ankle; she sprained it while 
playing with some of the school- 
children. It is nothing serious, but 
she has to go on crutches. 

I began toda5 to trsin the girls on 
some drills, for the close of school. 
We have another month of school, 
then a few days on the hill before 
normal, which will last a month. 
I believe that will beoniy half a day's 
session, though. Marie Collins' 
school closes day after tomorrow, 
and she is coming right on over here, 
f or a few weeka. Bptlilo^'t think 
she has a very long vacation, and 
will have to go back, later. 

I am just fumahifir a taste for 
very wholesome fruit, that I did nut 
like last year.— the "bale-fruit.'* It 
haa a hard ahell that must be broken 
with a hatchet, and the inside is a 
deep yellow, and tastes like a very 
dry peach, with a dreasinsr of tur- 
pentine. Occasionally one may get 
a spoonful that is delicious. And 
the next monthfal has ao madi of 
the clear gum in it, it tastes exactly 
like the gum of the pine tree. It is 
about as embarrassing to eat in com 
pany as an orange; for it is full of 
seeds, that are coated with the gum, 
anditia almost impossible to get 
them out of your mouth, they are so 
sticky. I don't believe I would ever 
crave the fruit, but every one says 
they have a great medicinal value, 
so I have been eating them this year, 
and they improve on acquaintance, 
at any rata one leama to mdnre 
them. 

I was very much amused this even- 
ing: The school "dunce",— a great 
big. uncouth looking girl, came in 
and reported that one of the other 
girls, about h*l' her size, had hit her 
on the \efB with a switch. Miss 
Bock summoned the other girl, who 
said she was oQly pteying; and she is 
really one of the gentlest girls in 
school. I looked her in the eye, and 
in my atamaat voice and said **yaa 
ought to be ashamed, a great big 
girl like yoa. to hit a litUe girl like 
Chan Ta. **Tli«i taniar to Chan 
Ta, I said, "the next time any of 
theae big girla bit you. come teU me. 
aadlwHl wlrfp tbaas." Chan Ta 
didn't deny the other girl's story, 
that abe had tut her, only in fun, ao 
thayta bothillMlMid. 



Chieng Mai, Laoa, May 24, 1911. 
I have juat finished reading your 
good letter; a lot of papera came 
from both you and Mrs. Jonas, but 
I did not dare to begin on them, for 
fear 1 would not get to my letter- 
wrMat this wsnlag.

fore. Th.' iple were very poor, 
and 0r. and Mrs. McOilvary have 
baan iMling twelve f«miiieB for ov- 
er a year. We raised roon«y to build 
tktara ebapUl, before a church had 
evar been oii^ntsfd. and bafore a 
single person was ready to be re 
c#<ved as a Christinn. But I think 
Dr. McOilvary f«lt that it was prob- 
ably the last work he would evar do. 
and was anxious thst they should 
hsve a eliapel, so it waa mainly to 
please him that the money was given. 
This was finished several months 
ago, and a day school was started. 
Laat Sunday the chapel was dedicat- 
ed, and the new members rtceived 
and babtized. Through the kindness 
of Mt*. Yates, I was fomiihed a 
bona and saddle, and went down 
Saturday mqrning with Mrs. Collins 
and Maria, br. Campbell and Dr. 
McKean. Afl«r aboot five railas on 
a good road, we eot across the rice- 
flalds, and rode a couple of milea 
more. Wh had not gone very far 
across the field before we met peo- 
ple coming from all directions, to 
the aanrlea. We arrived a little 
after nhie. and received a warm 
Welcome. The chapel hsd been hong 
with Siamese flags, and pennants 
which the people had made. Inside, 
the walls were festooned with gar- 
lands of leaves, with bunches of red 
and yellow bloasoms, hung at inte; - 
vals, outside the ehspel, and ioining 
the front, had been erected a booth, 
covered with palm-leares. and with 
a carpet of smaller leaves. 

Just before service began, one of 
the women sent in the loveliest cross 
I ever saw. The cross-pieces were 
msde of bamboo stalk, which was 
covered with, but not concealed by, 
fronds of yellow orchid. At each 
end of the cross, was • spray of pink 
orchid. Through the mass of flowers, 
the light green and yellow of the 
banana atalk shone like onyx. This 
lovely design remained fresh, the 
two days we were there. 

The chapel was packed, both 
morning and afternoon, and we had 
no more interested listeners, than a 
dozen priests, who were conspicous in 
their yellow robes, during oor whole 
stay. The music was a great draw- 
ing—card, and the children of the 
village showed that they had been 
very carefully drilled, by the way in 
which they sang the songs. The 
afternoon meeting was almost en- 
tirely singinjir, and after the service 
was dismissed, the people came back 
again, and begged for more mosie 
Tnat night, Dr. McKean showed his 
magic lantern pictures, which was 
very wonderful to them. Dr. Camp 
bell took his (rraphophone, which 
waa also something new. He had 
had that going all afternoon, and 
jast about dusk a little girl camo in 
begging to bear the "bawk saw' 
(tells a song:) she had had to tend 
the buffalo all day. and haden't been 
able to come to the service. The 
piece they enjoyed most of all was 
the ' laughing song," which waa in 
a universal lanj^uage. 

At the close of the afternoon ser- 
vice, there were games, and the old 
people enjoyed them as much as the 
little onee. We overheard one 
father say disdainfully to his child, 
"You never saw anything like these 
games? Just wait till we get home, 
and we will do them all." The next 
day waa Sunday, but between servi- 
ces I could see the youngsters still 
practicing the "tog of war," etc. 
I suppose it would be unwise to try 
to teach them too much at once 
about prcqiMr Sabbath obaervance. 
etc. 

The next day our native Christians 
came from Um city and nearby vill- 
agea in great nnnibera. and I think 
iheir praaaooawai very improHive 
to the BOW believers. The chapel 
would not begin to hold the people, 
ao the preaehfT stood at th« front of 
the chapel, so both the people Inride 
and out could hear him. Twaaty* 
one new members were hsptiaadand 
received into the church, and then 
the Lord's Supper waa oelebratad. 
At the afternoon aervice, twenty- 
ive children were baptized. Dr. 
and Mrs. M— had had jackets made 
for tham, the firat some of them hal 
•ver had, I suppooe. and it was fun- 
ny to see them shedding tliaiB. dur- 
ing tba aarrice. I think most of 
than «ha ware old aaough to un- 
draa9thamMlvoa.dldaa haCara ths 
service waa over. 

There was one little fellow, just 
begkiafaig to toddla, who attended 
every service, on the hip of hia older 
sister. He was so cunning, and I 
went up to hia siatar and aakad if he 
was a boy or girl. She informed me 
of hia sex. and then held him up to 
prove it. Well, Sunday aftamooo, 
hits father bro'u^tht'faim in to ba bap- 
tized.

That afternoDn, after service, the 
head man of the village came in to 
call, so the school-children had to 
silng for him, 1 had noticed one lit- 
tle atnidy naked fellow running 
around, aboat three years of age, 
but I imsghNPlVactntd hardly talk. 
Imagine my ittrprise, then, to see 
him sitting op with the othera, nak- 
ed, and his new jacket on top of his 
heiMl, yelling at the top of his voice, 
and hia fkee all screwed up in a 
f rovrn. from ihe effort he waa mak- 
ing. And he went thropgh piece 
after peice, every word and every 
note right. But the head man 
noticed him too, and aaid something 
to bira, which frightenad him ao. he 
went home bawllag, and Mt ateging 
was spoiled. 

We got op at half-past four the 
next morning, and rode into the city 
before breakfast. Since we left, 
word came from Dr. M-that early 
that morning, seven women came in 
and professed their faith in Christ. 
This was good news, indeed, for one 
disappointing thing about the work 
hatf been, that the women would not 
come in. I think only three women 
had coma in with their husbands. ^ 
Tomorrow, Mrs. Collins and Marie 
are going out to Bethlehem, eight 
milea from hare, for a week, and I 
expect to go out for over Sunday. 
There are a good many girls down 
there, who ought to be In aehool and 
are not, so I hope I can do something 
in that line. 

Tbia ia a great day In Chieng Mai, 
in the English colony. The Eaglish 
consul is to celebrate the coro- 
nation with a garden party. There 
are to be boat-races, fire- works, and 
other games in ttie afternoon, and a 
Burmaae theater in the evening 
Miss Buck, Marie Collins, and I will 
take dinner with the Kerrs,— 'hey 
live near the Consulate.— and go 
back in the evening, to the theater. 
The boat course hss been laid out in 
the river for some distance, with 
flags of all nationg, and the men are 
busy practising for the races. I 
think they will wear themselves out, 
before time for the show. A big 
float has been made, decorated with 
flags, and full of sailors, and is now 
in the water, going up and down 
stream, exciting the wonder of 
hundreds of natives. We have been 
hearing the music all morning, too. 
I could very easily dispense witii 
that part of the entertainment, as 
the native mueic soon grows 
monotonous. Just now, it looks as 
if rain might spoil the show, I hope 
it won't. 

It is past ten o'clock, so I must 
stop and get to bed. I have to be- 
gin work early these mornings, now 
that I have two extra periods, prac- 
tising the drills. You never saw 
such a delighted crowd as my young 
ones. At the end of every leison, a 
chorus of voices exclaims "Moo an' 
(pleaaant.) It would amuse you, to 
see them learning how to schot 
tische.

WMhinRton, Feb. 2.— Gen. Blitby 
chief of criKineers of the army. 
bruiKji^irppi HavAM the report that 
«ail«M dnforeneen difBealtiM are wPr 
parienced all that is left of the old. 
batticabip Maioe wiU be floated out 
of Bavana harbor by March 1 and 
sunk in tb« deep waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico, a few miiea off the north 
eoaat of Coba. In fket, Gen. Bixby 
says about a third of the ship all 
of that part forward of the rent 
which severed the bow ioction— has 
bi^n dumpt^d into theioa without 
attracting attention. The metal was 
cot up by an oxy-acetylene jet into 
half-ton fraiT'ments, which were plac 
ed in scows ttud deposited about a 
mile off shore. Iliii woric is about 
completed and it is expected that 
within a weeit or ten days only the 
ifter part of the ship, which it is 
proposed Ut H jat away intact^. will 
remain in the coffer-dam. ^ 

Some trouble may be experienced 
in floating tne wreck. A water-tight 
bulhhead closea the great opening 
where the buw was cut off, but it is 
feared thar. the wreck may be held 
tenaciuusiy in the grip of the hard 
clay botioiii in which it has been im- 
bedded for thirteen years. In that 
case, P'jv>mful water jeta will he re 
quired tu work under the hull and 
lor' sen ir .

Senate Passes Bill to Increase 
Eidenqr of Ednatioul

FranlKfort. Ky.. Feb. 2.— After 
lengthy diaeoaion the Senate Wed- 
nesday afternoon passed Senate bill 
No. 66. whidi provides for the in- 
ipffttlflB of gflfimis gild school ftHida 
of the state and to increase the effl- 
dency of the Departaieat of Educa- 
tion. It provide! for an taeroMO in 
tiM ■ebool appropriation of $10,000 
nnd that the Saperintendent of Pub 
lie Inatmetion shall reoehre annaaUy 
for the special duty the stluy a< 
$2,500. The bill provides for two 
nisiitants at saiariea of $2,U00 each 
and $6,000 for additional clerk hire. 

After varioua arguments the Sen- 
ate went into Committee of the 
Whole to hear Superintendent of 
Instruction Hamlett explain the 
bill Supt. Hamlett said the pur- 
poae of the bill was to economize the 
school funds of the state. He »a'd 
tie last inspection sloAed that $100.- 
000 was beint; waste I. If the bill 
passes Mr. Hamlett will go or send 
iusp« ctors to each school, so it will 
be luiowB JOft what is being done in 
every depanoent of the schools.
